Control 


On June 23, 2021, Britney Spears made a rare 
public speech. Millions of people tuned in, but her 
focus was on an audience of one—a Los Angeles 
County superior court judge who would decide 
whether to end her 13-year conservatorship. 
She'd spent years “trying to be so good and pretty. 
So perfect,” she said, adding, “I just want my life 
back.” One of the things on her wish list: “To be 
able to share my story with the world.” 

The judge granted her request, and a 
year anda half ago, she set out to make that 
wish a reality. The result is her new memoir 
The Woman in Me, out Oct. 24. The book 
details great highs in Britney’s life, including 
the happiness she found as a Mouseketeer 
alongside Christina Aguilera and Ryan Gos- 
ling, early dates with Justin Timberlake and 
as a mother to sons Sean Preston and Jayden 
James, now 18 and 17. But she also reveals some 
of her darkest days and the endless scrutiny 
she’s been subjected to. (Auditioning before 
music-label executives at age 15, she writes 
of “men in suits looking me up and down in 
my small dress and high heels.”) The conservatorship left her distrustful 
of the world, but she’s also excited about her i 
freedom. This is her first cover in five years, 
and for our shoot she chose the location 
(a closed set ona remote beach in Tahiti), 
the fashion (an Anthropologie dress) and even 
proposed the topless image on our cover. For 
the accompanying story, she asked to answer 
questions via email. “My fans deserve to hear it 
directly from me,” she says, adding this is “just 
me owning my past, present and future.” 

As we pored over the snapshots and videos, 
what struck me initially was that, at times, 
she seemed a bit tentative in front of the 
camera. But she was also decisive about 
what she did and didn’t want, and in a candid 
moment on horseback, she seemed full of joy. 
Then she quickly rode out of frame, turning 
back to a life that is all hers.

Yet until Nov. 12, 2021—the day a Los Angeles 
County judge terminated the conservatorship that 
had governed Spears’s life for nearly 14 years—she 
had few respites like this. The legal victory, follow- 
ing fervent testimony in which Spears accused her 
father, Jamie, 71, and others of exploitation and 
abuse, set the stage for a second act that is both 
exhilarating and tricky. “Learning this new free- 
dom, I’ll admit, is challenging at times,” she tells 
People in an exclusive interview, done via email. 

There have been setbacks as she’s navigated her 
new normal, including her split from model-actor 
Sam Asghari, 29, in August after just 14 months of 
marriage. She also has acomplicated relationship 
with her family, including her dad, mom Lynne, 
68, and sister Jamie Lynn, 32. But there have also 
been high notes for the mother of two: Her col- 
laboration with Elton John, “Hold Me Closer,” 
marked her first Top 10 hit on the Billboard Hot 
100 in 11 years. Mostly, though, Spears says 
she finds joy in everyday moments, whether 
“T’m playing with my dogs... [or] watching 
episodes of Friends and belly-laughing. I 
love, love to travel and explore,” she says. “I 
am asimple girl.” 

One ready to reclaim her voice. “Over the 
past 15 years or evenat the start of my career, 
I sat back while people spoke about me and 
told my story for me,” she says. “After getting 
out of my conservatorship, I was finally free 
to tell my story without consequences from 
the people in charge of my life.” 

The result is a revealing new memoir, 
The Woman in Me, excerpted below. Shar-

ing often-brutal truths, Spears details her 
incredible journey from teen superstar to 
one of the bestselling female artists of all 
time, her “soul-crushing” conservatorship 
experience and her past relationships. “It 
is finally time for me to raise my voice and 
speak out, and my fans deserve to hear it 
directly from me,” she says. “No more con- 
spiracy, no more lies—just me owning my 
past, present and future.”

Being in the show was boot camp for the enter- 
tainment industry: extensive dance rehearsals, 
singing lessons, acting classes, time in the record- 
ing studio, and school in between. The Mouse- 
keteers quickly split into our own cliques, divided 
by the dressing rooms that we shared: Christina 
Aguilera and I were the younger kids, and we 
shared a dressing room. We looked up to the older 
kids—Keri Russell, Ryan Gosling, and Tony Lucca, 
who I thought was so handsome. And I quickly 
connected with aboy named Justin Timberlake. 

Itwas honestly a kid’s dream—unbelievably fun, 
particularly fora kid like me. But it was also excep- 
tionally hard work: we would run choreography 
thirty times ina day, trying to get every step perfect. 

[Once] at asleepover, we played Truth or Dare, 
and someone dared Justin to kiss me. A Janet 
~ Jackson song was playing in the background as 

he leaned in and kissed me. 

When the show endeda year and ahalflater...I 
decided to go back to Kentwood. Already within 
me was a push-pull: part of me wanted to keep 
building toward the dream; the other part wanted 
me to live anormal life in Louisiana. For aminute, 
Thad to let normalcy win. 

Back at home, I returned to [high school], set- 
tling into normal teenage life—or the closest thing 
to “normal” that was possible in my family. 

For fun, starting when I was in eighth grade, my 
mom and I would make the two-hour drive from 
Kentwood to Biloxi, Mississippi, and while we were 
there, we would drink daiquiris. We called our cock- 
tails “toddies.” [loved that I was able to drink with 
my mom every now and then. The way we drank 
was nothing like how my father did it. When he 
drank, he grew more depressed and shut down. 
We became happier, more alive and adventurous. 

There was something so beautifully normal 
about that period of my life: going to homecom- 
ing and prom, driving around our little town, 
going to the movies.

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But, the truth was, I missed performing. My 
mom hadbeenin touch with alawyer she’d meton 
my audition circuit, aman named Larry Rudolph, 
who she would call sometimes for business advice. 
He suggested I record a demo. He hada song that 
Toni Braxton had recorded for her second album 
that had ended up on the cutting room floor. This 
would become the demo that I would use to get in 
the door at record labels. 

Larry took me around [New York City], and I 
went into rooms full of executives and sang Whit- 
ney Houston’s “I Have Nothing.” Gazing out atthe 
rooms full of men in suits looking me up and down 
in my small dress and high heels, I sang loud. 

I ended up getting a recording deal with Jive 
Records at the age of fifteen. 

The label wanted me ina studio immediately. 

I worked for hours straight. My work ethic was 
strong. If you knew me then, you wouldn’t hear 
from me for days. I would stay in the studio as 
longas I could.

The dynamic within the Spears family (above, the singer with 
father Jamie, brother Bryan, sister Jamie Lynn and mother 
Lynne in 2003) has long been fraught.

The plan was for me to sing “I’m a Slave 4 U,” 
and we decided I would use a snake as a prop. It’s 
become an iconic momentin VMAs history, but it 
was even more terrifying than it appeared.

control over Spears’s financial and personal affairs 
for the next 13 years. In that time she recorded and 
released four successful albums and headlined her 
Piece of Me Las Vegas residency, which grossed 
$138 million during its four-year run. But behind 
the scenes, she says, she was unhappy. 

I’d been eyeballed so much growing up. I’d been 
looked up and down, had people telling me what 
they thought of my body, since I was a teenager. 
Shaving my head and acting out were my ways of 
pushing back. But under the conservatorship I 
was made to understand that those days were now 
over. I had to grow my hair out and get back into 
shape. I had to go to bed early and take whatever 
medication they told me to take. 

If I thought getting criticized about my body in 
the press was bad, it hurt even more from my own 
father. He repeatedly told me I looked fat and that I 
was going to have to do something about it. 
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I would do little bits of creative stuff here and 
there, but my heart wasn’t in it anymore. As far as 
my passion for singing and dancing, it was almost 
ajoke at that point. 

Feeling like you’re never good enough is a 
soul-crushing state of being for a child. He’d 
drummed that message into me as a girl, and 
even after I’d accomplished so much, he was 
continuing to do that to me. 

I became a robot. But not just a 
robot—a sort of child-robot. I had been 
so infantilized that I was losing pieces 
of what made me feel like myself. 

The conservatorship stripped me 
of my womanhood, made me into a 
child. I became more of an entity than 
a person onstage. I had always felt 
music in my bones and my blood; they 
stole that from me. 

If they'd let me live my life, I know I 
would’ve followed my heartand come out 
ofthis the right way and worked it out. 

Thirteen years wentby with me feeling 
like a shadow of myself. I think back now 
on my father and his associates having 
control over my body and my money for 
that long and it makes me feel sick. 

Think of how many male artists gambled all 
their money away; how many had substance 
abuse or mental health issues. No one tried to 
take away their control over their bodies andmon- 
ey. [didn’t deserve what my family did to me. 

The thing was: I accomplished a lot during 
that time when I was supposedly incapable of 
taking care of myself. 

Isometimes thought that it was almost funny 
how I won those awards for the album I made 
while I was supposedly so incapacitated that I 
had to be controlled by my family. 

The truth was, though, when I stopped to think 
about it for very long, it wasn’t funny at all. 

This is what’s hard to explain, how quickly I could 
vacillate between being alittle girl and beinga teen- 
ager and being a woman, because of the way they 
had robbed me of my freedom. There was no way to 
behave like an adult, since they wouldn’t treat me 
like an adult, so I would regress and act like alittle 
girl; but then my adult self would step backin—only 
my world didn’t allow me to be an adult. 

The woman in me was pushed down for a long 
time. They wanted me to be wild onstage, the way 
they told me tobe, and to be arobot the rest of the

time. I felt like Iwas being deprived of those good 
secrets of life—those fundamental supposed sins 
of indulgence and adventure that make us human. 
They wanted to take away that specialness and 
keep everything as rote as possible. It was death 
to my creativity as an artist. 


On June 23, 2021, Spears testified in open court, 

pleading with the judge to end the conservator- 
ship. Her father was suspended as her 
conservator in September, and two 
months later Spears’s conservatorship 
was terminated. 

Ittookalong time anda lot of work for 
me to feel ready to tell my story. I hope 
it inspires people on some level and can 
touch hearts. Since I’ve been free, I’ve 
had to construct a whole different iden- 
tity. I’ve had to say, Wait a second, this is 
whoIwas—someone passive and pleasing. 
Agirl. And this is who Tamnow—someone 
strong and confident. A woman.

The past year wasa tough one for actress Suzanne 
Somers—though it would have been terrifying 
for a woman of less courage, optimism, hope 
and willpower. In July the Three’s Company star 
announced on Instagram that the breast cancer 
she wasfirst diagnosedwith 23 years ago—which 
had returned more than once in the decades 
since—was back. “This is not new territory for 
me,” she wrote. “I know how to put on my battle 
gear and I’ma fighter.” 

Following six weeks of physical therapy in Chi- 
cago for mobility issues, Somers was at home in 
Palm Springs, Calif., last week with her beloved 
husband of 46 years, Alan Hamel, 87, when the 
fighter began to fade. “On the third day she stopped 
eating and she stopped taking her meds, and she 
wasn’t responding to questions,” Hamel tells 
People. “I spent the last three nights just talking 
to her for hours at a time. And then, finally, it was 
over.” They lay together in bed with other loved 
ones surrounding them, including Bruce Somers 
Jr., 57, her son from her first marriage. (She’s also 
survived by two stepchildren and six grandchil- 
dren.) “It was very peaceful,” Hamel adds. 

Somers died Oct. 15, a day short of what would 
have been her 77th birthday. She had told People 
viaemail just the week before that she was looking 
forward toa party with “copious amounts of cake.” 
Instead the family gathered to offer a toast in her 
memory. “If she could get her hands on a red vel- 
vet cupcake,” says Hamel, “that would make her 
day.” But she’d have been just as delighted to be 
with Hameland their kids. She took deep pleasure 
“creating a great family,” says Hamel. 

Actually, Somers had learned to take deep plea- 
sure in everything. Ina final email she sent in early 
April to her longtime friend Sue Cameron, a for- 
mer director of ABC daytime programming, she 
wrote: “Being alive is a gift, the greatest gift, andI 
have great love, deep love, and I am grateful.” 

Cameron describes Somers as “pure happiness 
and joy.” And it’s true: She had a radiance that 
never lessened throughout the decades, whether 
she was telling jokes on Three’s Company (“Eat 
your salad before it gets cold”) or celebrating sex 
appeal. And, adds Cameron, she was “proud to be 
asurvivor,” overcoming one obstacle after anoth- 
er, always finding new purpose. “You think you’ve

A FULL HEART

“T swore I would never write a book as long as I 
lived,” says John Stamos, looking out at a sparkling 
Malibu beach as he discusses his revealing new 
memoir If You Would Have Told Me, out Oct. 24. 
“T wasn’t sure I was interesting enough.” Then his 
friend and Full House costar Bob Saget died sud- 
denlyin January 2022, and the devastated Stamos 
delivered a moving speech atthe memorial service 
that was later printed in the Los Angeles Times. 

Drafting the tribute was the firsttime Stamos, 60, 
realized the emotional power of writing, and before 
heknewithe was jotting down corememories—both 
the highs, like his role on Full House and becoming 
afather to Billy, 5, with his wife, Caitlin McHugh 
Stamos, and the lows, including his divorce from 
Rebecca Romijn anda life-changing DUI. “Iset out 
towriteahero story,’ he admits. “But as I was doing 
it, I was like, ‘No, I’m going to tell ahuman story, 
Because the hero story would be bulls---.” 

Stamos wasn’t always the cocksure heartthrob 
who rose to fame on General Hospital and Full 
House. Raised in Southern California by his father, 
Bill, arestaurateur, and mother, Loretta, he says he 
was sexually abused by a babysitter around age 10, 
something he says has “always been there, packed 
away” in the back of his mind. “I shouldn’t have 
had to deal with those feelings,” he says. “I think 
I told myself, ‘Ah, it’s girls, man, but I'll tell you, 
if I found out someone was doing that to my son: 
different story.” At school Stamos was bullied for 
being “a gawky, geeky theater and band kid,” he 
says. But that didn’t last. “When it started to break, 
when girls said they wanted to go out with me, it 
was the craziest thing. It was overwhelming.” 

In 1982, just weeks after deciding to try acting 
instead of going to college, Stamos auditioned for 
General Hospital. Two days later he started workon 
the soap opera, and his career was off to the races. 
Soon his love life was too. Inhis early 20s Stamos was 
left brokenhearted when, he claims, he discovered 
his girlfriend, model-actress Teri Copley, inbed with 
Tony Danza. (Copley says she and Stamos had split 
at the time of this incident.) “I would’ve ratherbeen 
punched inthe nose,” he says. “I was too immature; I

In 1994 Stamos was near the end of his run on 
Full House when he met modeland actress Rebec- 
ca Romijn. They wed four years later, but they 
grew apart and went through a “hard” divorce in 
2004. “In my mind back then, she was the devil,” 
Stamos says. “People’s perception was that she 
dumped me because her career was going great 
and mine wasn’t, and that’s humiliating. Maybe 
they weren’t wrong. I don’t blame her for it. Look- 
ingback, it’s like, ‘Maybe she wasn’t the devil. And 
maybe I was as much to blame as her.” 

Stamos says he “was shattered” and “went low” 
in the decade that followed, numbing his pain with 
alcohol. “I didn’t want to kill myself, but Iremem- 
ber thinking so clearly, ‘If I die, who cares?’” he 
says. “Both of my parents were gone.” (Bill died in 
2001 and Loretta in 2014.) Then, in 2015, his DUI 
arrest made headlines—he had been driving errat- 
ically in Beverly Hills and was found pulled over, 
slumped in his seat. He was so dazed he was tak- 
en to the hospital, where Saget was at his bedside 
when he woke up. When he got home, “I drank a 
bottle of wine just to forget what just happened,” 
he admits. His sisters helped him go to rehab. “It 
wasn’t as much as an intervention. It was more 
like, “‘We’re going to help you pack up, ” he says. 
“T’m like, ‘Okay.’ I knew it was time. I was like, ‘I 
can’t do this. I’ve got to straighten up.’” 


Stamos now reflects on this difficult time as an 
incentive to stay sober.

For nearly 50 years Barry Manilow’s “Fanilows” 
have loved him for his timeless pop hits, from “I 
Write the Songs” and “Looks Like We Made It” to 
“Copacabana (at the Copa).” But the singer-song- 
writer has always set his sights on the Great White 
Way. “I never paid attention to pop music—I never 
turned on pop radio,” Manilow says over a Zoom 
call from his Palm Springs home. “My goal was to 
be a composer for a Broadway musical.” Now, at 
age 80, he’s finally achieving his lifelong dream. 
Raised by his mom, Edna, and stepdad, Willie 
Murphy, in Brooklyn, Manilow (born Barry Alan 
Pincus) fell in love with show tunes as a child. “My 
stepfather brought home a whole bunch of albums 
that were like astack of gold to me,” he recalls, “Iwas 
18 years old, and I memorized every note of all of 
those albums, especially the Broadway stuff.” 
After getting his start writing commercial jin- 3 
gles (for Band-Aid and State Farm, among others) : 
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and becominga go-to New York City accompanist 
(for artists like his pal Bette Midler), Manilow 
became a solo star in 1974 with his breakout sin- 
gle “Mandy” and has sold more than 85 million 
albums worldwide. But Manilow’s theatrical 
compositions have never hit a Broadway 
stage—until now. 

On Oct. 18 Manilow and lyricist Bruce 
Sussman’s new musical Harmony will 
open in previews. The show tells the 
true story of the Comedic Harmonists, 
a German-Jewish sextet popular in the 
1930s that was forced to disband amid the 
rise of the Nazi party. “We don’t want them 
to disappear the way the Nazis wanted 
them to disappear,” he says of the show’s 
protagonists.

‘It’s All

It was a pitch-black, moonless night in rural Min- 
nesota in October of 1989 when 11-year-old Jacob 
Wetterling, his younger brother Trevor and best 
friend Aaron Larson were pedaling their bikes from 
alocal video rental store with a bag of candy anda 
VHS tape of The Naked Gun. The boys were almost 
home when aman wearinga mask and brandishing 
arevolver stepped out of the darkness and ordered 
the three of them into a ditch. After asking their 
ages, the stranger told Aaron and Trevor to run to 
anearbytree line and not lookback or else he would 
shoot them. By the time the boys arrived home and 
police were called, Jacob and the stranger had van- 
ished. “From that day on,” says Jacob’s mom, Patty 
Wetterling, “I just held on to hope.” 

For nearly three decades Patty remained 
steadfastly convinced that her son would reap- 
pear one day, and that her family would put 
their nightmare behind them. “I had dreams 
about him coming home. How we would heal 
and all the things we would do,” she recalls. 

But that never happened. Instead the now-74- 
year-old mother of four turned her agony into 
action, becoming a passionate advocate for miss- 
ing children. She crisscrossed the country speak- 
ing to parents and investigators about child abduc- 
tion and exploitation, and in 1994 her lobbying 
efforts paid off when the U.S. Congress passed the 
Jacob Wetterling Act, creating a national sex- 
offender registry to help law enforcement more 
easily track predators across the country. 

Over the years police explored thou- 
sands ofleads and eyed hundreds of sus- 
pects in Jacob’s disappearance. Finally, 
on Oct. 29, 2015—with assistance from 
a blogger and amateur investigator 
who had befriended Patty—FBI and

Streans County Sheriff’s Office investigators 
arrested Danny Heinrich, 52. He eventually 
confessed to kidnapping, sexually assaulting 
and murdering Jacob, and then led police to 
the shallow grave where he’d buried the boy. 
“Tt was devastating,” says Patty, whose unshak- 
able hope had proved to be unfounded. The 
story of her crushing disappointment and how 
she coped with the truth, as well as her comfort- 
ing friendship with Joy Baker, the blogger who 
helped bring Jacob’s killer to justice, is told in 
Patty’s new book Dear Jacob, out Oct. 17. “In my 
heart Jacob was alive up until that moment that 
man confessed,” she says. “It felt like my son had 
been taken all over again.” 


From the beginning of the case, police were hard- 
pressed to explain who was responsible for the 
disappearance of the fun-loving, athletic Jacob, 
the second of four kids born to Patty and husband 
Jerry, a chiropractor. “It quickly turned into the 
largest manhunt that Minnesota authorities had 
ever seen and got a lot ofnational attention,” Patty 
recalls. “The governor even flewin on a helicopter 
and landed ina nearby cornfield to visit us.” 

As local, state and federal investigators went 
to work combing through leads, and residents 
plastered the region with “Please Bring Jacob 
Home” flyers, Patty did everything she could to 
keep the case alive. “It became my obsession,” 
she says, even as she tended to the needs of her 

traumatized family. “Our kids 

didn’t want to leave the house,” 
she says. “I didn’t want them to 
live in fear the rest of their lives, 
so I’d nudge them to go out to play, 
then break into tears once they 
were outside.” 

As years slipped past with no 
answers, Patty began to fear the 
case might never be solved. Joy Bak- 
er, a part-time blogger who lived 45 

minutes away, began her own inves- 
tigation in 2010. Combing through 
local newspaper archives online, she 
eventually came across the name of 
a 37-year-old plumber, Jared Schei- 
erl, who had reportedly been 
abducted and assaulted at age 
12 by an unknown man ina 
neighboring town just nine 
months before Jacob’s disap- 
pearance in St. Joseph, Minn.
